Now he sorta feels he did a good job of forecasting. 
The higher priced models are going to have an inning 
in the summer months, I feel, because of improving 
conditions among the populace.

WHILE WE ARE counting May noses and trying to 
figure production for the month just ended, we who do 
the experting cannot help but feel that had it not been 
for labor troubles, which unquestionably slowed Chev- 
“yolet, there would have been a chance for May topping 
even the good April.

As it looks now, June should be helpful. A late 
spring undoubtedly has had its effect on sales, but with 
summer weather coaxing us to buy, the dealer body 
ought to be able to lay up shekels for a rainy day.
